tive service Aug. 18, 1'JOO. His home 
was in Rahway, N. J. His

vice extended through twenty years 
and three months. He was honorably 
retired for incapacity resulting from i 
incident of service, and at the time 
of his retirement was given rank of 
Commodore, next higher in grade than 
that of Captain, held on the active 
list.

The faculty possessed by many ani- 


mals for finding their way home 
through, an unknown region has always 
been more or less of a mystery. It rises 
to its height in the case of tbo carrier 
pigeon, and its would be explainers fall 
back on expedients that range all the 
way from a mysterious special sense of 
"orientation" down to everyday or- 
dinary observation of landmarks, such 
as man uses when he finds his way. 
Most authorities are now inclined to 
take a middle course, and believe that 
the pigeon finds its way by methods 
more or less ordinary, but by a very 
extraordinarily skilled combination of 
them. 


We translate below part of an article 


on the subject, contributed by M. A. 
Thauzies to the Eevue Scientifiquo. 
Tho author's assumption that the ani- 
mal organism is sensitive to magnetic 
conditions is contrary to scientific ob-! 
servation and experiment, but this is 
only a detail of his theory and does not 
materially affect it. M. Thauzies, after 
giving reasons for rejecting the theory 
of a special sense and other hypotheses 
put forth on the subject, proceeds to 
state the following facts which he be- 
lieves to be firmly established: 


First.—Well trained pigeons, even 


if taken very far away—say several 
hundred miles from tbe pigeon cot— 
get their bearings, in a normal atmos- 
phere, with wonderful 
promptness, 


without turning about in other direc- 
tions and without rising to a great 
height. Before one can count 60 they 
havo disappeared. 


Second.—These same pigeons, left 


in. open air in their baskets several min- 
utes before releasing them, while they 
aro given food and drink, look around 
them, walk to and fro, evidently study- 
ing tbo sky, until, having found out, 
doubtless, what they sought, they re- 
main quiet. Then, if the baskets are 
opened, they fly off low and almost 
horizontally, without zigzags and in a 
straight line in tho proper direction. 


"Third.—The same pigeons, trans*- 


ported to a strange region—that is, for 
instance, where they must make a 
southerly journey when they are accus 
tomed to niako a northerly one, betray 
a striking degree of disquietude iu then 
baskets at tbo moment of departure. 
They seem to be surprised and some- 
what taken aback. As goon as they an 
free they fly off eastward, making large 
ellipses toward tbe sun. Then they ex 
plore in all directions, but they alwayh 
return to the east with a patient tenaci- 
ty that Heems to signify that thero is- 
the key of the problem, and that therf 
aloue will bo found i ts solution. Aftei 
several minutes of tbis, having reacbeu 
au altitude of 150 to 200 yards, they 
disappear in the proper direction. 


"Fourth.—Tho earlier in tbo morn 


ing they aro released the more prompt 
is their success iu getting their direc 
tion. After noon, even in calm weather, 
and even if tbe distance is small, tbeii 
orientation is dull, slow, wavering and 
without vivacity. 


"Fifth.—When the day coincide.1- 


with a change of the moon, tho orienta- 
tion both at the point of departure and 
also on the route becomes difficult, tin 
birds return slowly and at long inter 
vala. 


"Sixth.—Finally, even when tho sky 


seems everywhere clear, if the atmos 
phere is undergoing any of those iuvisi 
bio disturbances that aro revealed onlj 
by tho most delicate instruments of oui 
observatories, the pigeons, as in thi 
preceding case, hesitate, lag behind and 
sometimes take double tho timo that 
would be necessary for their journey 
under other circumstances. 


4' What must be concluded from these 


facts? 


"The carrier pigeon, a bird eminent- 


ly electric, and of excessive nervous sus 
ceptibility, is also endowed with pro- 
digiously sensitive vision and with spe- 
cial intelligence that cannot be doubted 
The indefatigable excursions that it 
makes, especially in the morning, often 
to considerable distances around its 
cot, and to all points of the compass, 
accustom it to a great number of mag- 
netic and visual sensations whose va- 
rious characteristics it learns to distin- 
guish according to the region, where it 
is and to the hour of tho day. By what 
may bo called its sense of touch and by 
its sight it registers, as it were, like a 
delicate mechanism, impressions as 
varied as they are complex, which, re- 
sulting in tho concerted action of the 
organism, enable it to determine iu a 
given place, at a given moment, the di- 
rection in which the dovecot will be 
found. 


"This power of discernment increases 


with the accumulation of heredity of 
what may be called 'local instinct.' 
This is why tho carrier pigeon is not 
satisfactory unless it has behind it an 
ancestral lino of carrier pigeons living 
in tho same region. This is why when, 
for any cause, the air is disturbed, even 
to a degree imperceptible to man, the 
pigeon's element of investigation, its 
means of getting its bearings being dif- 
ferent and insufficient, it looks about, 
hesitates, gets its direction with diffi- 
culty nnd sometimes even is lost.''— 
Literary Digest.

A natural phenomenon that cause* , 


much wonder aud has so fa,r baffled i 
scientists exist* In the western piu-t of ' 
North Carolina. Tbo scene of this won- 
der IB located about twelve miles from 
Ashevllle, iu Buncombe county. 


From some of the bills in that sec- 


tion columns of*dark smoke are »cen to 
rise at a certain time each yenr, nnd 
all efforts to ascertain the cause have 
been without avail. When seen at other 
times than when the smoke Issues from 
them, there is nothing unusual In the 
appearance of these bills. 


They inclose n valley about four 


miles long: and half a mile wide, and 
their tops are from a quarter to half 
a mile apart. The columns of smoke 
rise to a height of about twenty feet 
nnd tire about a dozen feet apart. The 
general appearance is that of smoke 
produced by the burning of coal. 


It is Indeed n strange spectacle to see 


this smoke rising on a clear day wher 
there is not a cloud in the sky. 


It was in September, 188G, thct the 


•phenomenon began to be noticed, tut 
'first bill to smoke being Watch Knob, 
one of the largest. Others then exhib- 
ited the strange freak, and there arc 
now seven thnt smoke. 


Many theories have been ndvnncci'. 


and found to be without foundation. 
The volcanic theory was suggested and 
soon found to be without any scientific 
basis to warrant its acceptation. Tlv« 
fact thnt the hills began to smoke lie- 
mediately after the big Charleston 
earthquake started much discussion a?, 
to some probable connection between 
the two events, but this again could 
not be proved by the scientists, nnd 
the mystery still remains as deep as 
ever. 


A strange fact in regard to tbe mat 


ter is that pcrsous on the bills and, ii- 
fact, in the exact spots ou which tbe 
smoke is seen by those in tbc valley 
can detect neither odor nor color and 
report thnt there is nothing to indicate 
thnt the smoke is in the air «round 
them. 


The neighborhood is visited constant- 


ly by parties of tourists, nnd many art- 
ists have taken pictures of the bills.— 
Exchange.

Sonio 
affect a short, tb,en a. long, then two 
more short calls. Others prefer a einglo 
long call. The Montagnais Indians of 
Quebec use a succession of short calls. 
Many of the Miemac and Milicote 
guides, when at the height of the long 
call, cnt the note off abruptly with a 
sort of choking sob. 


The low call or "coarer" is a tough 


proposition for the amateur. It is only 
needed when the mooso is very near, 
and, as he is then likely to be suspi- 
cious, with all his senses on tbo alort, 
tbe call must be given with the utmost 
skill and caution. A single false note 
and he will steal away on velvet foot 
as silently as a ghost.

Wova««4 D«rr»»**« Who Would Hot 


Allow the EnsclUH Doctor* to At- 
tend Them Deliberately Put to 
Death and Thi» Out of Misery, 
When civilized nations war with one 


another, the wounded of the defeated 
enemy remaining on the field after the 
battle are cased for as tenderly as cir- 
cumstances will permit—as qarefnlly 
as the size of the medical corps and the 
immber of the victor's own wounded 
•vnll allow. But it is different in the 
Sudan, for there tho English doctor at- 
tends only to the wounded of bis own 
ariny. 


< Now, there is no braver, kinder man 
in the world than the army doctor. In 
his extemporized field hospital, often 
under a heavy fire, with a hastily 
thrown np screen of commieeariat cases, 
pack saddles, water tanks or whatever 
came handy, he performed miracles. 
He was ready to minster to the wants 
of all wounded men. He was anxious 
to tend the wounded dervish whenever 
one might be brought in, but no wound- 
ed dervish ever was. It was as much as 
any one's life was worth to go near a 
wounded dervish. He would lie on the 
ground, glaring about him like a wild 
beast. Approach him, and out came his 
curved hamstringing 
knife. 
With it 


he would make vicious sweeps, any one 
of which would maim yon for life. 


It is not possible in the terrific stress 


of Sudan warfare to detail fatigue par- 
ties to overcome the resistance of 
wounded men and beat them to tho field 
hospital. Hundreds died of their wounds 
as they lay on the battlefield, and those 
that did not die of their wounds had to 
)0 put out of their misery. Terrible 
stories are told of this dire necessity. 
Chose know best who have been engaged 
n battle with the dervish what happen- 
ed after tho fighting was over and how 
;ho problem of dealing with the ene- 
my's wounded was solved. In tho cam- 
}aigu of 1855 parties of Englibh sol- 
diers, commanded by English ofiicer.s, 
used to go out to kill tho -w ouuded. One 
private prodded the helpless body bo- 
;ween his shoulders with his bayonot. 
[f thero was no movement, tho party 
wont on; if the dervith proved alive 
and squirmed, another private instant- 
ly blew his brains out. 


In ono case, remarkable for its in- 


evitable cold blooded horror, it is said 
tho troops inside a zarebft, tho night 
after ono of the most desperate of bat 
;les, were driven to maduoss by tho 
voice of a wounded warrior who lay out- 
side amid heaps of slain. All night ii 
groaning cry of "Allah! Allah!" rohu 
into tho silent night, not tho fiurcu 
sharp ring of tho word when it is the 
warcry for a headlong charge, but an im- 
ploring, despairing moan—hour alter 
hour that one word only. 


"For God's sake, silence that man"— 


that was tho feeling of all. Council was 
held as to how it could bo done. Srou 
throe mou were told off to got upon the 
gaud bags of the little redoubt at tho 
corner of tho zaicba and when tho moon 
camo out from behind tho clouds to lire 
volleys in tho direction from which tho 
ciy came. Tho volleys were fired, but 
tho cry wont on. Finally it ceased. 
Whether tho man was thus silenced or 
uot was not ascertained, but. in the- 
morning thero were only dead men iu 
that part of tho field. Thero wero oth- 
ers, however, still alivo. These could 
not be tended. 


Another story was current in those 


terrible days of how an officer, going up 
to a. gionp of surgeons round a wounded 
ior\ish and inquiring wlmt was tho 
uv.tter, was told thut nothing could bu 
Jono with HEJ ; uo cna cculd approach 
him. Ho lay tlicro with his kuifo out, 
ready with one of those sv/ecpiug hr,u>- 
etrhigittg cats i,~>r auy 0110 uho dared to 
come near, whereupon the oilicor, fctil! 
under the blood madness of tho fight 
aud "seeing red," whipped out his own 
knife, avoided the rapid swc«jp of thu 
wounded man's weapon and drove his 
own to his heart. 


Such uro somo of tho incidents cf Su- 


dan warfare. As said before, tho dervis-h 
has learned to know m better and has 
become tamer, but the pioLicin of deal- 
ing with his wounded must still remain. 
Was 
thero any mention of dervish 


wounded after the battle of the Atbara, 
and were there many of them in the hos- 
pitals in the rear? The correspondents 
always remained strangely silent upon 
this subject. It has bo'eu denied in par- 
liament, wo believe, that ever puch 
things as we have described took place. 


"Well, ministers aro not less hypo- 


critical than the rest of us, and pos- 
sibly some of them knew that those 
things did happen. Whether they knew 
it or not, there are dozens of men, liku 
tho writer of this article, who know 
that they happened—•bocauso wo were 
there and saw them. They do not make 
pleasant reading. But our military com- 
manders in Egypt cannot bo blamed for 
them. They are the cost of going to 
war with such a people.—London Sat- 
urday Keview.

CHICAGO'S WATERWAY. 
HOW VENEERS ARE MADE. 


flie Smallest niver Dolnj; tlie 


prcxt H«»lncw» In the World. 


The smallest and busiest river in the 


world. Whore do you tbiuk it is? Theo- 
dora Dreiser locates it in Chicago, and 
has this to say about it: The first pecul- 
iarity of this little stream is that it is 
the smaller river doing the largest busi- 
ness in the world, or, in other words, 
the busiest river in the world. In the 
nest place, it has the greatest depth for 
the narrowest width of any known riv- 
or. In the third place, it has the largest 
number of bridges spanning it of any 
river of equal or greater length, barring 
the Mississippi—or a total of 52 bridges. 
All these are draw or swinging bridges 
and carry a traffic of their own over- 
head almost as important as that which 
passes below. Nest, this river has little 
or no current to speak of, and flows up- 
ward instead of down. It is tho only 
known river whose current has been 
turned round and made, as it were, to 
(low the other way. Lastly, it is a sort 
of an orphan river, for, whereas all 
rivers and harbors are owned and cared 
for by the United States government, 
tho secretary of war, whose province it 
is to cure for those things, will ha\o 
nothing to do with it, nud Chicago re- 
pairs it only sufficient for its now needs, 
but lajs no claim to the right of way. 


In this strange predicament tho little 


stream 
flows 
wretchedly backward, 


loaded with tho largest and most valua- 
ble collection of vessels tbut over crowd 
ed uu inland sea. It is euo tumultuous 
highway, far more exciting than Broafl- 
wuy and somewhat less charming than 
tho Hudson. The city uses it as an 
emptying place for its sewers and the 
street cleaning department as a dump- 
ing ground fur its waste, and yet it is 
the most valuable factor in the life of 
Chicago, and tho one more than all eh-:o 
that has mado tho city what it is today. 
No other river in the wide world pos- 
M'SFes or protends to the appearance o: 
this peculiar t-tremn. In its buhie.s' 
hours it is a tight for godc and mou. A 
mere creek, it struggles with the burdei 
of an ocean. The groat deep draft pro 
pellers tear the "water into splattering 
fragments. Their huge stacks often hiilo 
tho entire stream from view with great 
clouds of smci:o. The ingoing and out- 
going •vessels quarrel for the right of

Veneers are cut from almost all the 


finer woods, both native and foreign, 
including mahogany, birch, rosewood, 
ebony, satinwood, cedar, tulipwood, 
Hungarian ash, sycamore and others, 
veneers being used on pianos and other 
musical instruments, on furniture, doors 
and so on. 


Some veneers are sawed and some are 


cut from the log by means of a knife. 
The sawed veneers are tho better and 
more desirable, and tney cost twice ns 
much as cut veneers. More cut veneers 
are used, however. Twenty years ago 
75 per cent of veneers were ?aw«d and 
25 per cent cut, but now these percent- 
ages have been reversed. 


Some woods can be worked for veneers 


under the saw only, some can he either 
sawed or cut, and of such both kinds of 
veneers are made, but thero are woods 
that practically are made in knife vo- 
neers only. 


Veneers may ho made of almost any 


degree of thinness, as, say, one one-hun- 
dredth of an inch. They arc most com- 
monly mado for tho many uses to which 
they ar^rput in sawod veneers of a 
thickness of 2C to 30 to tho inch and 
in cut veneers of a thickness averaging 
!30 to tho inch. Of sawed veneers of 
such thickness but 12 to 18 can bo pro- 
duced from an inch of solid wood. The 
rest is lost in sawdust. There is no 
waste of material in making cut veneers. 


Sawed veneers are cut, a single shoot 


from th'o log at a time, by a circular 
saw of between five and six feet in di- 
ameter, of a kind specially made for the 
purposo. Tho inner tide of this saw— 
that is, the sido toward (ho body oi the 
log—is flat. Tho outer side of tho flange, 
which is tho disk of the saw, to which 
tho teeth aro attached, is made slightly 
concave, so as to throw tho veneer a 
little clear of tho saw as it comes along 
If it were permitted to hug the saw, 
the thin shoot of wood would be burned 
or scorched by tho friction. The saw is 
of course adjusted to run with the 
greatest nicety, and tho squared log 
that is to b6 sawed into veneers is rig- 
idly secured to the frame that carries it 
to tho saw.

A Greek Chnroh In Old London. 
| 


In 1670 ono Joseph Goorgeirenes, 


archbishop of Samos, came to Loudou 
to obtain assistance, iu publishing a 
book of devotions for the use of the or-, 
tbodoi: community. Ho found his com-, 
patriots at the west end of London with- 
out a church, and on his application. 
Coinpton, bishop of Loudou, gave him, 
a piece of ground iu Soho fields ou 
which to build one. Tho bishop's name, 
by the way, is still preserved iu that of 
tho adjacent Comptou street, us also, iu 
Frith street, is the name of one Mr., 
Frith, who acted for his lordship iu the-. 
matter. Georgeirenes succeeded in col- 
lecting some £1,500, and the church 
was ultimately built. It was dedicated 
to St. Mary the Virgin, and over its 
door was placed a stone incised inscrip-. 
tiou, which exists, in excellent preser- 
vation, to this day. It is in rather fan- 
tastic moderu Greek characters, impos- 
sible to reproduce iu type, and has been 
translated as follows: 


"In the year of salvation 1677 this 


templo was erected for the nation of the 
Greeks—the most serene Charles II be- 
iug'king and the royal (lit. born iu the 
purple) Prince Lord James being the 
commander of the forces, the Right 
Rev. Lord Henry Compton being bish- 
op—at the expense of the above and oth- 
er bishops and nobles, and with tho con- 
currence of our humility of Samos, Jo- 
eeph Georgeirenes, a native of the 
land of Melos."—Notes and Queries.

The longest branch of the river today 


is. more, than ten miles iu length, nnd 
tho total length of nil branches is Ki. 
At its mouth it ia no more than 200 feet 
wide, and the fact that it is tho same 
width a mile or two up stream is duo to 
the fact that it was mado so by excava- 
tion aurl dredging. At one. time (18(iO) 
it was 200 feet wide at Luke street, 175 
feet wide at .Randolph, a block further 
on ; ICo feet at Washington, ITS' feet at 
Madison—all those but single blocks 
apai't—and so ou until it bccamo EO 
small as to be uunavigablo by boats 
drawing ten feet of water. In that year, 
however, it was dredged and made « 
uniform width of 200 feet in tho south 
branch, and it is kept that width by 
the walls of tho immense buildings 
which have now encroached to tho very 
water's edge, and which in most cases 
form the only banks visible.

Tho knifo 
of a bliccr is perhaps 17 foot iu length, 
made iu two parts each 8% feet in 
length, but perfectly joined, making 
ono continuous knifo 17 feet long.

knifo is set horizontally, odgo upward, 
in tho face of wtrat is called tho knifo 
bod, which it, a poudmnis casting im- 
movably set.

Tho squared log from whieh tho ven- 


eers aro t® be cut is rigidly secured 
horizontally by menus of clamps to tho 
face of what is called a stay log, this be- 
ing in effect a log frame that is placed 
not horizontally, but with its face iu « 
vortical position and opposite to that 
part of tho machine in which the knife 
is held. Thero are many slats along in 
the stay log, at the top and bottom of 
which aro clamps that aro moved iu 
their openings as may bo required to 
clutch and hold firraly tho log stretched 
along its face. The stay log moves in a 
vertical plane, but in a diagonal direc- 
tion, on heavy slides. 


Motion is communicated to the stcy 


log by moans of an arm attached to a 
rocker shaft, which thrusts the htay log 
upward and pulls it down ou tho slides 
with regular alternations. The motion 
of tho stay log being diagonal in its di- 
rection, the wood is brought against the 
knife with a. slicing movement.

stay log is adjustable with relation to 
the knife by means of n wheel some 
thing like a steering wheel, f>ct at one 
end of tho stay log apparatus.

ous. The stay log is thrust upward on 
the slides and drawn downward about 
as rapidly as a man would work a jack 
plane.

tie time I suppose it will become gritty 
and uneven." I went 50, 100 niilc-.s, 
200 miles, 500, COO, 700 milos, and it 
*vas always felio same, with not oven a 
small stono to givo a jog. Nearly the 
whole of the way is lined with a double 
row of majestio trees.

Tlio lutnst improvement in optical in- 


struments is a fjauge attached to a field 
glat-s and a prismatic lens in ono of the 
barrels to determine tho distance of an 
object. This is accomplished by produc- 
ing two images of tho object hcou, one 
superimposed upon tho other. Tho prism 
creates thft angle which forma tho basis 
for the mathematical calculation of tho 
distance and tho wcalo contains tho so- 
lution In advance of tho geometrical 
problem. On tho barrels of tho glass aro 
human figures—ono of an infantryman 
and tho other of a cavalryman—with a 
graduated scale. By observing tbo por- 
tion of tho body against which tho top 
of tho second imago is projected and 
consulting tho ecalo tho distance of tho 
object is easily ascertained. Of course, 
Uio accuracy of tho tout depends upon 
accurate focusing of tho glus'teti nud 
carof ul observation. —Jewelers' Weekly.

drawing is wonderful."

on Tliltt Occnxlou. hut Wlio Have 
SliM-c Finwd Away—Why Mm. nixh- 
op. tlie UontfRii, Want Not Happy. 
For years Mrs. O'Connor Morris Bish- 


op's boose iu Prince of Wales' terrace 
was a rendezvous of authors and jonr- 
nnlists, churchmen and politicians, as 
well as of French men and'women of 
distinction. One habitno was Mijs. An- 
gustu^ Craven, a member of tho delight- 
ful Do la Ferronnays family, whom one 
knows so intimately through her "Ee- 
cit d'Une Soeur, "tand after Mrs. Cra- 
ven's death her "L°ife" was written by 
Mrs. Bishop. In that drawing room iu 
Priaoe of Wales' terrace groat things 
were done. There one heard Coventry 
Patmore read aloud his "Odes" and 
Mr. puskiu lecture to an audience of 
guests on the occasion of one of his last 
appearances in general society. 


That was in Juno of the year 1883 


Tho professor, as Mr. Buskin was then 
commonly called—and the name suited 
him who was and was proud to be n 
teacher—had had his first illness, aud 
his corning into the world again was 
something iu the nnturo of a resurrec- 
tion ; such at least it seemed to some, 
and there was about tho wholo man a 
spiritual presence belonging only to 
thoso who in one way or other aro dead 
to this world.

On thu 
ucxt tiny tho beggar came to his lodging 
with tears of gratitude aud with an 
offering—a sbrcii of tho brown robe 
which had oncu been worn by St. Fran- 
cis. Then tho professor remembered hi.- 
old dream, that ho. too, W;VH a Francis- 
can, aud he set oil to Assihi and to the 
convent of tit, Francis, wlieru ho hurt 
bin reward iu a Mgbt of tho frescoes of 
Giotto and much moro behiiles. 


But now ho was back for tlio moment 


iu a London drawing room faeo to face 
with un audience of friomln. It is yrurt 
ago, yet whiil changes, what endings, 
whitt tragedies como to mind as ouo re 
calls thut interesting group! Mr. Lowel 
was there, man of thn world, man o 
two cuntiuent.--, and hi'iicu doubly imin 
dano, yet also man of letters. Ab.s 
mundane now no more! Muttluw Ar 
nold \va.-i there, mundane, tuu, by thi 
measure of the man ho bad como t< 
hear. Not of this world any moro. Lou 
Loighton came late, and raise Into pur 
potcly, nervous lest his honMtivene^ 
fchould be shattered by KOIUU sully o 
that lecturer of whom, ay :i critic, i 
hnd oiieo been said, "D—u him, why 
doesn't ho back his friendh?"

He Collected tli« Princely Reward 


Upour Hia Own Head. 


Pancho Aguinaldo, the native dicta- 


tor of the Philippines, is a very pictur- 
esque personage. He is tho son of a 
very prominent native chief. Anxious 
that his boy should- be educated, the 
chief confided the lad to the Spanish 
priests, who thought that Aguiualdo's 
influence when he grew up would help 
to maintain Spanish authority among 
the Malay population. 
Tho father is 


rich for a native, and Pancho Aguiual- 
do, after being tangbt in tbo local 
schools, was sent to Madrid to study 
theology and qualify for tho priesthood. 
After a year or two of study tho youug 
man boldly declared he would not bo a 
priest, but a soldier. So he was drafted 
into ono of the native regiments, in 
which a few of tho subalterns are Ma- 
nila men, but all the captains and fieM 
officers aro Spaniards. 


Nearly two years ago Aguiualdo and 


a compatriot named Alexandra, also a 
lieutenant of native troops, organized a 
revolt in tho native corps. Aguiualdo's 
regiment one morning whilo on parade 
shot all tho Spanish officers except a 
few lieutenauts and took to the savan- 
nas—great trackless prairies, swampy, 
with occasional high bits of land, called 


mattes." Here Aguiualdo made his 


headquarters. At one tituo ho must 
have had 4,000 or 0,000 men under 
arms of some sort hidden in these fast- 
nesses, raiding tho rich settlement.' 
whenever they folt liko it. The politi- 
cal governor general of the Philippines 
Senor Don Basilio Augustin y JUavila, 
offered a reward of $20,000 for tho hem 
of Aguinaldo. Within a week he re 
ceivcd a note from tho insurgent chief, j 
laying, "I need the sum you offer very 
much and will deliver the head my- 
self." 


Ten days later tho southeast typhoon 


was raging. Tho hurricane—for it was 
one—waa tearing things to bits, and it 
was raining, as it can only raiu in tho 
orient, a sheet of black water flooding 
the earth. Tho two sentinels at tho gov- 
ernor general's gate made the usual rev- 
erent sign as a priest passed in, who 
asked if his excellency was iu and un- 
engaged. 
They answered yes to both 


questions. Don Basilio did not turn his 
head as some one eutereil. It was his 
secretary, ho supposed, rumo to help 
prepare an eloquent statement upon tho 
condition of the colonies. It was not tho 
secretary, but tho priest, who said, 
"Peace bo with you, my Hon."

ping his cloak, said: 


"Do you know me?"

lize of San Francisco. It is built on 
both sides of the river.Parig, wliich ia 
navigablafoo jits source. OI& Manila lfi» 
on tho left bank. - "-J^arfcs*oOhb mawnw-- 
stono wall which was built around it 
200 years ago are still visible, and sora« 
of the gates survive, through which a 
stream of solemn friars, grinning Chi- 
nese, resplendent Spanish officials, beg- 
gars in rags, pions nuns, handsome 
senoras, gay native girls, mestizos iu 
uniform, natives in breechclouts, four 
horso carriages, two wheel pony wagons 
and creaking, buffalo carts pours from 
morning till night.
